Before  planting  evergreens  set  them  in  a  tub  of 
water  for  a  half  hour  so  that  the  ball  is  covered. 
Plant  without  removing  the  burlap  leaving  the 
ball  of  earth  around  the  roots,  but  cutting  the 
strings.  Wet  the  ground  after  planting  till  it  is 
like  mud  and  then  add  two  pails  of  water  each 
night  for  two  weeks.
